CharaQter of the Claſs. 

Plants with many perfect Flowers, placed upon ſeparate Footſtalks riſing 
from one point, and theſe on general Footſtalks riſing alſo from one 
point at the ſummit of the ſtalk or branches; each Flower being perfect, 
having its own Cup; and the general head being rounded, looſe, and of 
the form of an Umbrella. 


. 
Of the true Characters of Umbrella'd Plants; and their Place in a Natural Method. 


Tur umbrella'd Plants riſe in the Scale of Nature, by one ſtep above the Aggregates, and 
will hold the next place to them in the Natural, as well as in this Artificial Syſtem. 

Ax Aggregate has many Footſtalks riſing from one point at the head of the Stalk, or 
Branches; and each of theſe ſupports a ſingle Flower: if at the Crown of ſuch Footſtalk 
there riſe ſeveral new Footſtalks inſtead of a ſingle Flower, the Plant is an umbrella'd one. 
In the Aggregates there is a fleſhy Swelling, or Placenta, at the Crown of the Stalk, whence 
the Footſtalks of the Flowers riſe: in the Umbrellas there is none; the Placenta ſeems in 
theſe to have run up into Footſtalks, and to compoſe the primary Spokes of the Umbrell. 

Each Flower in the Aggregates has its ſeparate Cup; and ſo has each in the 
Umbrellas. 

In the Aggregates there is always a general Cup at the head of the Stalk ; but in the 
Umbrellas, Nature wantons in this article. The Mantle of the Umbrellas indeed anſwers 
to this general Cup of the Aggregates ; but in ſome it is two-fold, there being one larger at 
the head of the Stalk, and ſmaller ones at the ſummits of the general Footſtalks : in others 
it is deficient entirely. In many alſo it is apt to fall off, wholly or in part, ſoon after the 
Umbrell expands ; fo that it muſt always be ſought in the new opening Head. 

Tust Cups, or Mantles, when preſent, are according to their ſituation, or place upon 
the head, diſtinguiſhed by two Names, GENERAL and PARTIAL; from the before-eſta- 
bliſhed names, of the parts whereon they ſtand. It is the uſual language of Botany, to 
call the lower part of the Umbrella, which conſiſts of the Footſtalks riſing immediately 
from the Stalk of the Plant, the GeneR aL UMBRELL ; and that extream part which conſiſts 
of a ſecond Order of Footſtalks ariſing from the heads of theſe, the PAR TIAL UMBRELL; 
hence the Mantle which ſurrounds the Footſtalks of the firſt Order, is called the GENERAL 
MANTLE ; and that which ſurrounds thoſe of the ſecond Order, is called the Pax TIAL 
MaNnTLE, or Mantle of the Partial Umbrella. In all Umbrells the central ſpokes are 
erect and ſhort; and thoſe at the ſides are longer and oblique. 

LET the young Botaniſt be accurate in his diſtinction of the umbrella'd Plant: It is only 
perfect when there is a ſecond riſe of Footſtalks from one point: if there be no ſecond Or- 
der of them, the Plant is an Aggregate; if the ſecondary ones riſe ſcatteredly, it is a 
cymaſious, not umbrella'd Plant. 


2 THE VEGETABLE SYSTEM, . 


1 In all umbrella'd Plants the Cup is very ſmall; in many it is no more than a fungous, 
| fleſhy rim, placed immediately under the Flower, and receiving and defending the baſes of 
| the Petals : Some have, from its fleſhy ſubſtance, and often flight diviſions, conſidered it as 
a Placenta, not a Cup: this would be denying ſeparate Cups to the Flowers of the um- 
brella'd Plants; and would lead to more confuſion than at firſt appears: but Nature diſ- 
allows it. This part, though in many fleſhy, and very lightly divided, is in others leafy, 
thin, and deeply cut into ſegments: theſe ſegments are always five, and there is in every 
umbrella'd Plant ſome mark of ſuch a diviſion. 

Ix all umbrella'd Plants the Leaves are placed alternately upon the ſtalks ; the Flower in 
all- conſiſts of five Petals, and has five filaments and a fplit ſtyle ; and there always follow 
two ſeeds joined at their ſummit. Theſe characters are conſtant and certain; but the 
Flowers vary among the different kinds in their ſtructure, as much at leaſt as the Cup in 
its diviſions ; and often on the different parts of the ſame head: they have, however, enough 
that is permanent, to ſhew that Nature forms the arrangement which is ſo obviouſly traced. 
The Petals are always five, but in ſome theſe are equal, and in others one or two are much 
larger than the reſt : this gives the diſtinction of what we call regular and irregular Flowers 
in this Claſs. There is alſo a correſpondence of parts which I have found to be univerſal, 
and without exception, between this ſtructure of the Flowers, and the condition of the 
Plant, with reſpe& of Mantles; There are ſome Orders of the umbrella'd kinds, which 
have a general and a partial Mantle, others which want the general, and have the partial ; 
and ſome which have neither one nor the other: And it is an univerſal Law of Nature, 
with reſpect of theſe which have no Mantle, that they have never any irregular Flowers; 
though among all the other Claſſes and Orders, ſuch are common. A great deal may be 
deduced from this; but here is not the place. 


CHAP. Il. | 
Of the Subdiviſions of the Umbrella'd Claſs. 


Tur the Student may entertain a juſt and a diſtin idea of an Umbrell, and its Parts, 
they are laid before the eye, together and ſeparate, in Plate 1. Fig. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. 

Fi6. 1. ſhews a compleat and perfect Umbrell, with all its Parts, in their natural Po- 
ſition. a @ are the primary Spokes or Rays, forming the great, or general Umbrell, and 
riſing from the Crown of the Stalk e. 4 5, the Rays or Spokes, forming the upper or par- 
tial Umbrell, riſing from the Crowns of the preceding. cc are the Films compoſing the 
general Mantle, and dd the Films compoſing the partial Mantle. 

FiG. 2. ſhews one Spoke of the primary kind a, with a partial Umbrell, and its partial 
Mantle upon it, 5. 

F16. 3. repreſents one Flower from the partial Umbrell, on its proper Footſtalk, with 
the Rudiments of the pair of Seeds under it. 

Fi6. 4. one pair of Seeds, as they always follow each Flower. 
F16. 5. a Mantle riſing from the Crown or Head of the Stalk. 
According to the nature, form, and general or partial preſence or deficiency of this

Tus Leaves of this Plant ſometimes grow curled like Parſley, and they are then fine to 
the bottom.

Tuts is a Biennial, a Plant of a yard high, common in our fields and in our gardens ; 
though not univerſally known to be the ſame in the two ſtates of wildneſs and of culture. 
In the condition of Nature, which it is our buſineſs here to deſcribe, we ſee it in dry paſtures, 
of a pale green colour, both in Stalks and Leaves; and covered by a white hairy matter, which 
gives indeed that paleneſs to its aſpeQt ; the Flowers are white, and as they begin to fade, 
the whole Umbrell turns in and grows hollow, till by that time the Seeds are ripened, the 
whole reſembles a bird's neſt. 

- CULTURE makes a wonderful difference in the aſpect of this Plant; ſo much indeed, that 
the old Authors are to be excuſed, who did not ſuppoſe the Daucus Sylveſtris of our paſ- 
tures, and the Carrot of our gardens, the ſame Species ; the Plant in the garden enlarges its 
Root, increaſes the height of the Stalk, and in a great meaſure depoſits the hairyneſs of its 
Leaves, which thence grow darker.

a kind of Toothpicks, there being a little bruſh of them at the head of every larger

Tuts is a Biennial, native of Sardinia, and of no other part of the world, ſo far as is 
certainly known: it there fringes the edges of little brooks, and covers whole ſpots of looſe 
earth in ſummer, that have been wet in winter. We know it only in gardens : there nothing 
is more common. Its freſh green Leaves live through the winter, and 'tis then Parſley 
looks pleaſing to the eye; for in the grown-up Plant there is no beauty, The Stalks are 


- weak and pale; the Flowers are of a pale yet dull yellow; and the Seeds of an olive colour. 


It flowers in July, and the Seeds ripen in Auguſt. The general Mantle in bad ſeaſons is 
often abortive, and deficient in its ſegments ; but uſually thoſe of the firſt Umbrells are 
erfect. 
: Ws ſee a great deal of variety in this Plant from culture; the Leaves will grow very 
large in ſome places, and will be beautifully curled in others. The Roots alſo will be ren- 
dered large, and ſweet. Hence it has been uſual to account many Species of Parſley, the 
curled, the great-rooted, and the like ; but changes made by culture, cannot be received as 
marks of different Species. What is worſe, the variations from the original form of 
the Leaves upon the Stalk, break in upon the diſtinctions of Species: the fault is not in 
Nature, which is always correct, but in thoſe who choſe a part capable of variation for the 
ſubject of diſtinftion. The Leaves upon the Stalk of Parſley are naturally linear, and this 
has been received as its diſtinction from Smallage, but they often will grow broad, and even 
curled by culture. The ſimple and proliferous growth of the Umbrells is the true ſpecific 


diſtinction, as it admits no variation.

THis is an Annual, native of Egypt, a low Plant of no great beauty, flowering in July. 
The Leaves are of a bright green; the Stalk is green, weak, and apt to bend from joint to 
joint; it grows to about a foot high, and ſends off many branches; the Flowers are white, 
and the Sceds are of a duſky brown. 

THE aſpect of this Plant is apt to vary in our gardens : tis uſually low, often not more 
than four or five inches in height: and the Leaves of the general Mantle in that caſe looſe 
ſome of their diviſions : even Parſley is at times, and in particular ſeaſons, ſubject alſo to the 
fame variation. The Flowers of this Plant alſo will ſometimes have a ruddy tinge ; but this 
is not peculiar to Cummin, 'tis a common variation from ſlight accidents little attended to 
or known. I had this year 1763, in my garden at Bayſwater, a Plant of Carraway, among 
many white-flowered ones, with the bloom quite crimſon : on taking up the Plant, a grub 
had half eat away the root. In Yarrow we ſee this often, and perhaps from the ſame cauſe ; 
but what may ſeem ſtrange to the unaccuſtomed obſerver, the Secds of red-flowered Yarrow 
will produce red-flowered Plants: it is fo in many other inſtances; and Seeds will pro- 
pagate what in the parent Plant was owing to mere external cauſes of accident or injury. 

THe Seeds of this Plant are a very noble medicine, exceeding all that are called Carmi- 
natives, in their virtue againſt cholicks, and other complaints riſing from wind; but they are 
unpleaſant. Age alſo makes them worſe flavoured ; and as we have them from the Levant, 
they are often brought in when rancid 2nd unfit for ſervice. 
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Character of the Genus. : 
The general Umbrell is looſe and uneven ; the partial Umbrell is cluſtery 


| and convex ; the general Mantle is compoſed of five lanced and ſerrated 
Leaves; the partial Mantle conſiſts of many Leaves lightly dented ; the 
Flowers are uniform, and their Petals all turn in at the point. The 
Seeds are rugged and convex on one fide, flat and plain on the other.

are brown, and rugged in the manner of little burrs.

The Leaves are of a 
pale dead green ; the Stalk is pale, highly ribbed, and not much branched. The Flowers 
are white and large; the Seeds alſo are large and of a deep brown, covered with mem- 
branaceous riſings, and edged with films of the ſame conſtruction. The Plant has a ſingu- 
larity of aſpe& when in flower, the winged Leaves which make the partial Mantles, being 
of a deep green, and mixing themſelves very prettily with the tufts of Flowers which are of 
a pure white.

Tris Plant, the laſt, yet not the leaſt conſpicuous, of thoſe with leafy Mantles, leads very 
happily from that diviſion to the next, wherein thoſe general appendages are filmy : the firſt

Tuis is a Biennial, native of Africa, a wide ſpreading Plant, of a foot and half high, 
flowering in May and June. The Stalk is green, lightly ribbed, and branched ; the Leaves 
are of a pale, but not unpleaſing green. The Flowers. are white; the Seeds of a ſtrong 
brown ; and ſo rough as to wound the fingers if touched too careleſsly.

Tur manner in which the Stalk of this Plant grows, though the body of the Leaf has 
cauſed it to be called Thoroughwax, and Perfoliata, and that name has by ſome been at- 
tributed, for its ſake, to the whole Genus ; but as many of the Species have nothing of that 
character, it ſeems beſt to adopt the other Engliſh name of Hares Ear. 

Linnzvs gives the want of the general Mantle in this Species, as part of its diſtinctive 
character: but accident only had diveſted the Plants he ſaw of that part. Here at Bayſ- 
water, the general Mantles were perfect, and of five films; though dry weather coming 
on, part of the films ſoon fell off in ſome, and all in others.

This is ſuppoſed to have but two films in the ge- 
neral Mantle, becauſe three of the five fall eaſily off in bad ſeaſons, or in the late Umbrells 
are not produced at all. Nature gives five as perfect as in the others.

It is become a cuſtom to admit the imperfect ſtate of this Mantle in the 
preſent Genus, as a character of ſpecific difference; but though it appears to me wrong, 
yet as it may be an obvious, though not a certain mark, it is here added in all the figures, 
though too vague to be referred to in the characters.
